A meeting of the Gleichen schoul 
Board and the board of the Bow Val- 
ley School Division. No. 43 was held 
in the town office, at 2 o’clock on 
Thursday, February 17, at which a 
full reresentation of the members of 
both boards were present, 

The purpose of the meeting was to 
discuss the terms of agreement under 
which the Gleichen School District 
would be included in the division 
should it be the desire of the district 
to incorporate into the division, 

In the course of the meeting it was 
intimated that at the present time 
there was a movement to change 
the boundaries of the division and it 
was not definite whether there would 
be a Bow Valley Division or not, and 
in view of this pending change it 
was suggested that the Gleichen 
Schoo} District could not very woil 
be asked to join the Bow Valley bDi- 
vision. and it was not yet known 
where the new boundaries might bh 
placed, 

In reply toa question asked by the 
Gleichen Sehoo] Board as to terms 
of agreement should the district de- 
cide to join the division, it was poini- 
ed out that the present mill rate 
used by the Gleichen District fox 
echool purposes is inadequate anil 
would be require to be increased, as 
in the past the district has been 
relying on collection of arrears, aud 
as these arrears hiave become reduced 
it would be necessary to raise the miil 
rate. 

It was explained that the division 
operates on a blanket mill rate which 
was at present 9.7 mills, and if the 
district joined the division this miu 
rate would be effective both inside 
the town and on farm lands outside 
the town in the school district, The 
average annual cost of operating the 
local schoo] over a period of six years 
was $9,000. The rate of 9.7 mills 
would mot raise thle required amount 
to operate the school on the assesis- 
ment of thle district, it would there- 
fore be necessary to raise the require! 
additional amount by specia] asses> 
ment, 

The division would acquire 
assets and assume the liabilities 
the district, and would make a 
mand on the town for the amount rc 
quired to operate the school, The 
town would levy and collect the taxes 
to meet that demand.

times there are difficulties, Shipping 
is the chief one, many ships are used 
for invasion preparations. On one oc- 
casion lately ships were secured but 
when they docked it was found neccs- 
sary to make repairs and they could 
wot be used at once. An effort was 
made to get cooler space sufficient 
to store the extra quantity. Most 
Storage plants hiad cheese, vegetables, 
ete., in their rooms that required o- 
temperature different from that re- 
quired to keep the frozen beef. 
Newfoundland was expected 10 
take .a million pounds, but when it 
was ready only one hundred thous- 
and would be accepted. The Alaska 
Highway people would not take any. 
An effort was made to get it into 
the U.S.A. market but as they were 
lease lending their own meat ‘to 
Britain, they refused to lease lend 
Canadian beef and so would not take 
it. Under these conditions those who’ 
had to sell cows at once were offer 
lower prices by buyers who could 
feed them till there was cooler space 
or shipping. The ceiling and floor 
on beef thus did got regulate the 
price of cattle. The quota is really 
still available and the minister 1s 
anxious first to meet the war needs 
and, if an outlet is not thus pro- 
vided, then to get the surplus cattle 
into the U.S.A. market.

Attendants 
have had to stop more people than 
usual from leaning their elbows on the 
gallery rail, which is against tra- 
ditional regulations. It also shows 
that folks there were not leaning back 
and snoozing. Parliament has really 
been steaming up for the start of 
the session and it looks‘as if it’s go- 
ing to be one of accomplishment, 
The Prime Minister seems to be 
pleased that it’s ‘‘business before 
pleasure” because in one statement 
he urged members to broadcast to 
the nation that Parliament is really. 
“doing something” instead of ba- 
littling its efforts in the eyes of the 
people. 


Seen around the Capital: Centre of 
interest in the fine new post office 
here is the new-fangled Mail-O-Mat a 
machine which saves you from heail- 
aches at the wicket trying to figure 
out how many twos and threes you 
want, All you do is stick the required 
amount for stamps in a slot in some- 
thing which has all the ear marks 
of a gum-vending machine, turn a, 
gadget and away goes your letter 
mailed and everything. It’s the first 
of its kind in Canada, although man- 
ufactured in Stamford, Connecticut. 
The Post Office Department is try- 
ing it out on the public here aud it 
may be someday we'll have one in 
every P.O. so the post master will be 
able to go hunting and curling when 
he wants to. After I tried it once I 
wanted to write everyone in the 
country a letter just so I could mail 
it in the Mail-O-Mat. 


Anyone who feels inclined to do a 
little harmonized grousing on reasons 
for rationing and controlled distyi- 
bution will be surely interested in 
the figures I got from the Consumer 
Branch of Wartime Prices and Trade 
Board in connection with parcels 
sent to our prisoners-of-war in enemy 
countries, The Red Cross western 
packing centre has, for instance, al- 
ready despatched its millionth par- 
cel to Camadian-boys in Germany and 
Japan. Do you ever wonder what 
goes into one of these parcels? Well, 
they’ve already sent out a million 
pounds of butter, a million pounds of 
jam half a million cans of salmon ana 
half a milion pounds of sugar. Besides 
this thousands of pounds of tea and 
coffee, biscuits, and other rationed 
goods. All parcels, they tell me, have 
included chocolate bars, raisins, tinned 
meats, soap. This all tells Canadian 
at-homes that there is a reason” for 
some shortages and rationed distvi- 
bution.

Only Thing They Know 
Changing Ideas Of Young Nazi 
Group Will Not Be Easy 
Two German prisoners of war com- 
mitted suicide in an internment camp 
in Kansas and the circumstances 
throw a revealing light on the twist- 

ed and malicious Nazi mentality. 

One of the men, a private, slashed 
his wrists while in protective cus- 
tody at his own request. The other, 
a captain-apparently had been “sen- 
tenced” by a prisoners’ “kangaroo 
court” for “making remarks against 
Hitler.” His fellow prisoners took 
him from his own quarters, put him 
in a room, provided with a length 
of rope, and the German obligingly 
hanged himself. 

These incidents are significant as 
showing that the fanatical zeal of 
the young Nazis is carried with them 
even into captivity on another conti- 
nent. The younger German soldiers 
never have known anything but Nazi 
propaganda, They have grown up 
under Hitler’s diabolical influence, 
and are worthy disciples of that 
monster of evil. They believe im- 
plicitly in a German victory, in the 
German right to dominate the world 
by force, in all the hideous doctrine 
of a “superior” Germanic race. 

Those who hold that, once the Ger- 
man armies are beaten, “good’’ Ger- 
mans will take over the situation 
and banish Hitler and all his works 
ignore the potentialities of trouble in 
this formidable Young Nazi group, 
many of whom are bound to sur- 
vive defeat, bitter but not convinced. 
To change them over to a decent 
outlook on life, to rid them of hate 
and prejudice and their superiority 
complex, is a task that will test the 
ingenuity of the peace-makers, but 
they must be made harmless if Ger- 
many itself is to be tamed.—Ottawa 
Journal.

Winston Churchill is an old Tory. 
He is an old Liberal. He is a rank 
imperialist. He is a fervent demo- 
crat. But mainly he is one of those 
men who cannot walk into the House 
of Commons, or any house or place, 
without creating something of an 
electric shock. He does not do this 
because he is Prime Minister. He 
is Prime Minister because he can do 
it.

Plum Puree 


British Scientist Discovers How To 
Make Jam From Powder 
British housewives have been told 
that they may soon be making jam 
from powder, at all times of the 

year, 

A scientist of a research station in 
Somerset has announced that he has 
discovered a powder made from 
plum puree, which keeps indefinitely. 

Three ounces of the powder, with 
sugar added, after a few minutes of 
boiling, becomes two pounds of jam. 
Only plum powder has been used 
so far, but the scientist believes the 
process is possible with apple and 
blackberry and probably any other 
fruit. 

Advantages of the new invention 
in wartime England are: Saving of 
storage space; saving of sugar, since 
the jam would be made for quick 
consumption; jam can be made when- 
ever sugar surpluses are available.

Says English Will Be Taught In 


Most Countries 

Without being “reduced to 850 
words for the mentally weak,” Eng- 
lish will becomé the second lang- 
uage in most countries, Rev. Dr. 
James Endicott told the English 
Speaking Union at Toronto. 

Endicott, who taught English in 
China for nine years, said English 
was becoming the second language 
of educated Chinese up to the out- 
break of war. 

He did not agree with Prime Min- 
ister Winston Churchill in the lat- 
ter’'s advocacy of “basic English”. 

“Let the basic English alone,’ he 
advised, let the language grow nat- 


urally, In 25 years, in virtually 
every country, English will become 
the second language taught. The 


key to this situation is not to limit 
the words, but to improve the tech- 
nique of teaching English,” he 
averred,

The board said consumers will thus 
be provided with a standard allot- 
ment of 10 pounds of sugar per per- 
son, for home canning purposes, but 
households wishing to do more can-| 
ning will be able to supplement this 
amount by using their preserves 
coupons for the purchase of sugar. 

The special sugar coupons will be | 
exchangeable for preserves coupons 
on application to local ration boards | 
at the rate of one “F” coupon for 
one preserves coupon,

The first of the canning sugar 
coupons will become valid July 1. 

The “F"” coupons from one to 10 
will be valid for the purchase of one 
pound of sugar. If all the 1944 pre-

ance presented his budget to parlia- 
ment. Included in this budget was 
an appropriation of $325,000 for ex:

tion of farm crops. 

‘Chemurgy—the research into 
version of surplus farm crops 
industrial uses—was practically un- 
known in Canada prior to 1938, In 
that year Cecil Lamont, representing 
the Line Elevator Companies, visited 
the principa] research centres of the 
United States.

greater prosperity to agriculture 
Their judgement has been vindicated. 
Today we find millions of bushels 
of wheat and other grains being vjsed 
for industrial purposes. The reduc- 
tion in the burdensome wheat sur 
plus has strengthened the Canadiar. 
wheat price from 70 cents per bush 
el to $1.25, plus what the participa- 
tion certificates wil] finally bring 
the farmer, The manner in which the 
weekly press hag advocated what wa> 
merely an idea in 1938 has resulted 
in all political parties and farming 
organizations solidly supportiny 
chemurgy. ‘The government is now 
making a substantial amount avail 
able to expand research into indus- 
trial uses for farm crops and ha 
‘plans for the creation of western 
laboratories of the National Re- 
search Council] after the war. The
